  (4) FOR A FOURTH OR SUBSEQUENT OFFENSE: 23 

 

   (I) FOR AN ADULT, MAY SUSPEND THE OFFENDER’S 24 

LEARNER’S INSTRUCTIONAL PERMIT FOR UP TO 180 DAYS; AND 25 

 

   (II) FOR AN INDIVIDUAL UNDER THE AGE OF 18 YEARS, MAY 26 

SUSPEND THE OFFENDER’S LEARNER’S INSTRUCTIONAL PERMIT FOR UP TO 1 27 

YEAR. 28 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 29 

October 1, 2012. 30
